FIXSOUL's WEIGHT 
AS LIFE DEPARTS. 


Boston Doctors Who Let Pa- 
tients Die on Scales Find 
Half an Ounce Is the ' 


Average. 
SOME SLOW TO FLY AWAY. 
; 


Full Minute Elapses Before Bal- 
ance Announces Flight of 
Spirit from Phleg- 
matic Man. 


Boston, Mass., March 10.—[Special.}]—Five 
Maseachusetts physicians of the highest pro- 
fessional standing heve just attained what 
they believe to be decisive results in a scien- 
tific investigation to determine the existence 
or nonexisterice of a soul in the human body, 
and to determine also whether flight of life 
is attended by any manifestation of a nature 
that can be rhade evident to material senses. 

The investigations, which extended over a 
Period of about six years, were conducted 
in @ sanitarium. The results obtained, ac- 
cording to Dr. Duncan MacDougal of Haver- 
hill, one of the physiciana who undertook 
the investigation, show that when the soul 
filits from the body it diminishes the weight 
of the body by a certain measurable amount. 

This weight has been found to vary be- 
tween one-half ounce and one ounce, after 
all known scientific deductions, such as loss 
of respiratory air, of moisture, and of all 
excretions and secretions of the body had been 
taken into consideration, 


Weigh Patients as They Die. 

The method of finding this result, as fol- 
lowed by the doctors, was to place dying 
patients in a bed upon one of the platforms 
of a pair of scales made expressly for the 
experiments. These scales were so delicately 
constructed as 4o be sensitive to weight of 
less than one-tenth of an ounce. 

The greatest secrecy has been maintained 
in conducting these experiments, it being the 
desire of Dr. Duncan MacDougal and his 
associates to give no publicity to the facts 
urtil they were established beyond doubt. 
Dr. MacDougal was surprised that news of 
the experiments had leaked out, but reluc- 
tantly consented today to an interview on the 
subject. 

“During my practice among hospital pa- 
tients,” he said, “and in being present at 
the bedside of many @ying patients, my curi- 
osity was aroused as to whether there might 
be some material change discoverable by ac- 
tual tests which would throw scientific light 
upon the mystery of the flight of life. 

“When a person dies, the current belief 
is that his spirit or soul continues to live. 
My first thought was, Has continued con- 
sciousness and personal individualism an ex- 
istence? Can it exist in-space as nothing?

with I began my experiments. 
Result Startles Experimenters. 

“ Four other physicians under my direction 
made the first teet upon @ patient dying with 
tuberculosis. This man was one of the ordi- 
nary type of usual American temperament. 
We placed him a few ‘hours preceding death 
upon the scale platform, which I‘had con- 
structed and which was accurately balanced, 
Four hours later with five doctors in attend 
ance he déed. 

“ The instant life ceased the opposite scale 
pan fell with a suddenness that was astonish- 
ing—as if something had been suddenly lifted 
from his body. Immediately all usual deduc- 
tions were made for physical loss of weight 
and it was discovered there was still a full 
ounce of weight unaccounted for. 

“My fellow physicians were mystified and 
only half convinced. I myself had grave 
doubts that our calculations were correct. 
Otherwise how was it possible to account for 
the strange loss. There was no known scien- 
tific manner of doing so. 

‘“ As a result of this doubt I submitted an- 
other subject, afflicted with the same disease 
and nearing death, to the same experiment. 
He was a man of much the same tempera- 
ment as the preceding patient and about the 
same physical type. The same result hap- 
pened at the passing of his life. The instant 
his heart ceased to beat there was the sud- 
den an@ almost uncanny diminishment of 
weight. As experimenters, each physician in 
attendance madé¢ figures of his own concern- 
ing the loss, and at a consultation these fig- 
ures were compared. The unaccountable 
loss continued to be shown. 


Phlegmatic Soul Slow to Flit. 

“More remarkable still was what took 
place in the third case. The subject was 
that of a man of larger physical build, with 
a pronounced sluggish temperament. When 
life ceased there appeared to be no change 
in weight. The physicians waiting In the 
room looked into each other’s faces silently, 
shaking their heads in the conviction that our 
test haid failed. Then suddenly the same 
thing happened that had occurred in other 
cases. There was a sudden diminishment tn 
weight, woich was soon found to be the 
same as that of preceding experiments. 

“T believe that in this case, that of a 
phlegmatic man, slow of thought and action, 
the body held the soul after death during 
the minute that elapsed before it came to con- 
sciousness of its freedom, There is no other 
way of accounting for it. 

“Three other cages were tried, including 
that of a woman, and in each it was estab- 
lished that a weight of from one-half to a 
full ounce departed from the body ‘at the 


moment of expiration. 


“Thus it appears that the soul must: be. 


some space occupying body, either of gravi- 
tated or some other form of matter which 
has weight. If this strange loss is not due to 
the weight of the departing soul it remains 
for some one to offer a better solution of the 


mystery.”

Dissensions - Arising from 
Dunne’s Wavering Bring Joy 
to Republican Ranks. 


BUSSE-TO ACCEPT TODAY. 


Will Be Formally Told of Nom- 
ination and Issue Statement 
Setting Forth Policy. 


The broadest smiles in town yesterday were 
worn on the faces of republican politicians.

fined in Joliet,” said Miayor. Dunne in._a 
speech of eulogy yesterday at a meeting in 
memory of former Gov. Altgeld, held in 
the Garrick theater. 

The meeting was under the auspices of the 
John P. Altgeld Memorial association, and 
it commemorated the fifth anniversary of the 
former governor's death. 

The issues which stirred Chicago twenty- 
one years ago—the trial and subsequent par- 
don of the anarchists in 1886, the sending of 
federal troops to Chicago by President Cleve-. 
land, and Gov. Altgeld’s famous protests 
against this procedure—were called to life by 
several speakers and made the basis of glow- 
ing eulogy. 

Audience Is Enthusiastic. 

The audience, composed largely of repre- 
sentatives of labor, sdclalistic, and an- 
archistic organizations, recéived each refer- 
ence to the famous contreversies with en- 
thusiasm.

Altgeld be- 
lieved this act of the president was a viola- 
tion of the constitution of the United States 
and the state of Illinois, and he vigorously 
protested against what he believed to be an 
unwarranted act, even though it was com- 
mitted by the president of the United States. 
He was absolutely incorruptible and vigor- 
ously honest.” j 


Eulogy by Charles A. Towne. 


The oration of the afternoon was delivered 
by Charles A. Towne of New York, former 
senator from Minnesota. 

“* It is almost impossible to realize,’’ said 
Mr. Towne, ‘‘ that within five years of the 
time when we stood at the grave of John P. 
Altgeld so many of his virtues have become 
known. There was an irrepressible conflict 
between Altgeld and the supreme economic 
influences of his age. 

“ When money getting becomes the domi- 
nant motive of an age its entire system of 
ethics changes. An end justifies any con- 
venient means, and right and wrong, behind 
whose clash eternal justice resides, -become 
hopelessly blurred. Against this tendency 
Altgeld resolutely set his face. He did not 
underestimate the power of material pros- 
perity, but he abominated it when it is based 
on nothing more abiding.”’ 


Altgeld’s Protest Applauded. 

Mr. Towne read at length from Gov. Alt- 
geld’s famous second telegram of protest to 
President Cleveland at the time the federal 
troops were sent to Chicago during the Pull- 
man strike. The message—which urged “‘ the 
necessity of maintaining local self-govern- 
ment’ and expressed fear of the ‘‘ absolute 
power of the chief exegcutive—as complete as 
that of the czar of Russia, if your doctrine 
be carried out ’’—was enthusiastically ap- 
plauded. 3 


Compared to Abou Ben Adhem. 

Mayor Dunne and Congressman Towne 
were preceded on the program by Samuel 
Alschuler. 

“*John Pardon Altgeld," said Mr. Al- 
schuler, “was once a much used expression 
of obloquy. It has been written by the angel 
in the book of gold side by side with that of 
Abou Ben Adhem, and leading all the rest!’

They talked of néarly everything 
else, but the ordinances, which the mayor 
has opposed In season and out of season 
since he wanted a campaign issue, was just 
once alluded to. 7 

There was a good deal of worry over pros- 
pective loss of the last democratic citadel— 
the city hall. 


Loyalty Shown to Dunne. 


Ostensibly the meeting was called in the 
interest of Ald. Kenna’s candidacy for reélec- 
tion and for instructions to the precinct cap- 
tains for registration day. In reality it was 
a Dunne raily and the attitude the mayor 
took the night before at the Jefferson club, 
when he made it plain that he wanted every 
vote hé could get, even at the expense of 
the traction measures he had denounced be- 
fore his nomination, was given a thorough 
demonstration in the democratic stronghold 
of the city.

FIRE DOES $75,000 DAMAGE 
IN EAST CHICAGO BUILDING. 


Blaze Destroys Todd Opera House—Low 
Water Pressure Hinders Efforts of 


Fire Department. 


Fire in the Todd opera house in East Chi- 
cago yesterday destroyed the structure with 
a loss of $75,000. For a time it was believed 
the business district of the town wae in 
danger. The flames were extinguished by 
the volunteer fire department aided by the 
Hammond fire department. 

The blaze started in the basement of the 
opera house, after having smoldered alj 
night. The firemen were at a disadvantage 
in extinguishing the Dlaze, being forced for 
part of the time to stand in danger of falling 
walls. The water pressure was so low that 
a stream could not be forced higher than the 
second floor of the building. 

The building was owned by Costlin Meyn & 
Co., who suffer a loss of $50,000. Other 
losers are the First National bank, the Chi- 
cago Telephone company, Greenfield’s pool- 
room, and the Elks of East Chicago. A num- 
ber of doctors and lawyers had offices in the 
structure and $10,000 worth of lodge para- 
phernalia was destroyed. The building was 
a landmark in the Calumet region.

Bishop Samuel Fallows Says Results of 
Drink Will Not Be Depicted at 
Industrial Show. 


Commendation of the.Chicago tmdustrial 
exhibit, which opens today, was given by 
Bishop Samuel Fallows in a sermon in St.

GREEN GOODS KING ‘ALL IN’ 


JAMES M’NALLY, PENNILESS AND 
A WRECK, SENT TO WORKHOUSE. 


New Yorker Was Prince of Spenders 
in Heydey of His Prosperity, and 
Had Thousands of Friends When 
Money Was Plenty—Used Real Cur~ 
rency When Negotiating with Pros- 
pective Purchasers of Queer— Got 
Away with 61,000,000. 


New York, March 10.—[Special.]—In ap- 
pearance the most miserable in the line of 
two score petty offenders who were ar- 
raigned today before Magistrate Whit- 
man in the Tombs police court,.a little 
weazened, palsied man, shabby and clinging 
to the bar for support, awaited the sentence. 

** Afn’t got no home! Wants to be com- 
mitted,” said the policeman who brought 
him in. The magistrate took the formal 
blank handed him and read: “I am desti- 
tute of any means whatever, and pray that 
I may be provided for by the city.”’ 

“‘ Workhouse, three months,’ said the 
court. 

“ Thank you,” said the little man. 

“McNally, McNally, James McNally,” 
said Clerk Charles Anthes, as the paper 
reached him. ‘“ Well, ig that isn’t Jimmy 
McNally, the. green goods king.” 

McNally had reached the end of his rope. 
The. king wae a “dead one; sure -enough,”’ es 


he .admiited while awaiting -additional- for- 


mality before starting for the workhouse. 

*‘ And of all the thousands who were glad 
enough to help me get away. with $1,000,000 
there is none to say ‘long live the King,’ “ 
said McNally, bitterly: ° 


Tries Honesty in Vain. 


The prisonér said he had tried hard to make 
an honest living for the last three years, 
since finishing a term in the Joliet peniten- 
tiary, where he was sent from Chicago for 
working a green goods game, but the rigors 
of that imprisonment had left him a physical 
wreck. 

The former green goods king was in a piti- 
able condition. He is an opium fiend, or was 
so in his days of luxury,:and lack of funds 
to obtain the drug now and then, exposure 
from sleeping in parks and Bowery lodging 
houses, had made such a wreck of him 
that he looked as if he never will come out 
of prison alive. 

McNally, in his prime, was clear eyed and 
as bright as a steel trap. For’ over fifteen 
years he has been at the head of the green 
goods graft. He began his career with a 
capital of $300, and at the end of ten years 
he had saved $600,000, He boasted that he 
could get two or three “ come-ons " ina day, 
and he was thé moet accomplished swindler 
of his type. the city ever has known. 

When he had worked out his system he 
engaged writers to prepare green goods cir- 
culars, which he sent hroadcast over the 
country. He assisted in writing these let- 
ters, and they brought a flood of replies. 
McNally rarely opérated directly in New 
York, and once he got a farmer away from 
home he and his suave henchmen would 
steer him to Philadelphia, where he met him 
in person and engineered the exchange of 
sawdust and paper for the savings of the 
** come-on.”’ 

Always Used Real-Money. 

He always used real money, fresh treasury 
notes that he got himself. Sometimes he 
would get $50,000 in new greenbacks and 
would offer them for $10,000, thus convincing 
his victim he was purchasing counterfeits 
that never could be distinguished from the 
genuine article. 

In the course of ten years McNally had won 
such success in the profession that he wae 
the acknowledged king of green goods swind- 
lers. 

Money came to McNally with so little effort 
that it fairly scorched his fingers. For years 
he spent it ke a ‘coal ofl Jomnny.” He 
gave Christmas presents of real estate to 
women friends. For Nelly Maroux, who 
deserted him when he was sent to prison 
in 1896, he bought $50,000 worth of jewelry in 
one year. 

He bought a string of horses and a lot of 
fine carriages and soon became a prince 
among reckless spenders in the Tenderioin 
along Broadway. He bought a beautiful 
country place near Bridgeport, Conn., where 
he lived in splendid style, shocking the region 
with the extravagance of his entertainments, 


Out of Prison, Fortune Gone. 

McNally’s downward career began when 
he was sent to prison by the postal authori- 
ties in 1806. He had then about $100,000 ieft. 
He intrusted thie money to the care of two 
lawyers, but when he got out of jail the 
lawyers and his fortune were gone. He had 
not a dollar. The woman to whom he had 
given almost half his ill-gotten fortune 
turned from him and refused to give hima 
penny’s worth of aid. 

The green goods business had been pretty 
well stamped out then, but McNally found 
peveral new fields, until the postal authori- 
tiles ran him out of them. From a spend- 
thrift, dreseed always in black broadcloth 
and wearing diamonds, he degenerated into a 
seedy hanger on at barrooms. On Novem- 
ber, 1905, he was reduced to a tattered pan- 
handler, who gave out handbilis for a Third 
avenue lodging house. The following sum- 
mer found him a “ beer elinger” at Coney 


island. His last occupation was that of a 


sandwich man on the Bowery.

WENZEL STROMSKE, A MUSICIAN, 
‘ KILLS HIMSELF IN STREET. 


Pedestrians See Him Fire a Bullet

with the liberals and defeating plural voting. | 


Sees Blow at Liberals. 


Regueriferos declares the proposition to 
allow foreighers to vote ig part of the pro- 
tectorate idea, and if put through tomorrow 
the liberals should withdraw from the com- 
mission. Expression shows how little pre- 
pared to abide by the will of the majority 
are the men whom the state expects to es- 
tablish and maintain a new republic on the 
suffrage of the people. 

Conservatives are hoping the commission 
thus will break up. They would regard it as 
a splendid exhibition of liberal incapacity to 
govern and provocative of delay, as the law 
must be drafted before any elections are 

held. They believe every day of delay 
counts for a protectorate as Zayaz and 
Gomez are having more trouble. The negroes 
are clamoring for office and are becoming 
more and more afraid the republic couidn’t 
exist if the Americans withdraw. 


As to Permanent Protectorate. 

The idea is spreading that Americans wil] 
prolong occupation until the liberal leaders 
are through with this fear of their own fol- 
lowers and join in a demand with the re- 


mainder of the Cuban people fora permanent | 


protectorate. Unanimous demand would re- 
lieve Washington from the hasty promise 
of an early withdrawal. There are many 
signs only fear of a négro uprising, which 
time may avert, prevents the liberal leaders 
taking this course now. Meantime it is evi- 
dent the provisional government is seeking 
to become so popular that in time the in- 
evitable result will be attained, with gen- 
eral approval here and in the United States.

CHICAGO CLUB MEMBERS RESENT 
ENGLISHMAN’S CRITICISM. 


Assertion That Man Is Superior In- 
tellectually Wrathfally Resented 
by Presidents of Various Organiza- 
tions—One Thinks He Arrived at 
Conclusions After a Stroll in New 
York — Another Admits Fondness 
for Dress hag Characteristic of Sex.

Members of Chicago woman’s clubs deny 
they are merely the “show” in successful 
Amgrica, as maintained by an English 
writer in the current number of the Nation, 
an English magazine. 

This Englishman, whose name ts not signed 
to the article, attempts to explode a theory, 
which, he says, American men indorse and 
accept, “‘ that the American woman is a dis- 
tinctly superior human species to the Amer- 
ican man.’ This, he says, is a fallacy. The 
American woman ‘“ reads more and taiks 
more because that belongs to her decordtive 
function. No intellectual superiority over 
the men exists.” 


Thinks Him “Narrow Headed.” 

‘*‘T think the Englishman was one of the 
narrow headed type that seem to prevail in 
his courtry,” said Mrs. Catharine Waugh 
McCulloch. ‘*‘ When he came to America 
he took a walk down Fifth avenue in New 
York City, saw a lot of gayly attired women, 
and then took it for granted they were rep- 
resentative of the whole. He naturally con- 
cluded that, if women dress so well, they, are 
the principal money spenders. 

‘‘His reference to ‘intellectual superior- 
ity’ was so veiled as to leave a question as 
to whether he meant what he wrote or not. 
It is a foregone conclusion that the Amer- 
ican women will not agree with the English- 
man that man is intellectually superior to 
woman in America. But one must consider 
that a man was the author of the article.” 

One clubwoman accepted his remarks 
against her sex as portraying gnuch truth, 
But she dared not say so for publication for 
fear of the wrath‘ of sister members of the 
Chicago Woman's club. 

“Tf he meant fo say that the American 
woman runs to dfess, he was hitting close 
to the truth,’’ she said. ‘*‘ One woman in our 
club has worn a different dress to every 
meeting this year. Club women are as ‘ fin- 
icky ’ about fine feathers as any other sort, 
even if I am one of them.” 


His Treatment Only Superficial. 

“The writer evidently intended to create 
a sensation,” said Mrs. CHaries Truax, pres- 
ident of the Ravenswood Woman's club. 
‘“ He eurely realized that he was treating the 
subject in merely a superficial way. It just 
shows his English conceit. There undoubt- 
edly is some turth in the statement that the 
rich man’s daughter is not as resourceful as 
her colonial grandmother. But if any Chi- 
cago man ehould make the remark that the 
deeper emotions of the American girls have 
faded Into a mere ‘sentimental interest’ he 
would have a good many explanations to 
make.”

TEXAN FAILS TO SHOOT. 


RANGER M’DONALD, CALLED LIAR, 
IGNORES HIS ACCUSER. 


Man Whom Maj. Penrose Denounced 
im Connection with Brownsville 
Shooting Goes to San Antonio “to 
See About It,” buat Neither He Nor 
Army Officer Is Killed—Departs 
for Home After Denying Seeing 
Military Man in Hotel. 


San Antonio, Tex., March 10.—[Spectal. }— 
“ Bill’’ McDonald, former captain of the 
Texas Ranger force and a noted gun fighter, 
who was branded by Maj. Penrose as a “‘ con- 
temptible liar,”’ spent today here. Both he 
and Maj. Penrose are stil] alive. 

McDonald left. Austin Aast night, after 
giving out a statement reiterating his former 
assertions against Maj. Penrose in the 
Brownsville shooting. Hecame, it was said, 
to look into the Penrose affair. 

Before he reached San Antonio the sheriff 
was warned and preparations made to pre- 
vent bloodshed. On his arrival McDonald 
went to a hotel and left here on a late train 
for Austin without paying his respects tothe 
army officer. 

He saw few persons here and, when asked 
what he intended doing in regard to the Pen- 
rose matter, said he had no: business with 
“that army bunch.’’ He wore two heavy 
pistols and explained that he carries them 
just “for ballast.’’ 

Maj. Penrose was in the city today as usual. 
His friends evidently expected McDonald to 
séek hin® out. McDonald’s friends seemed 
to look. for trouble, too. 

McDonald denied that he saw Maj. Penrose 
in the hotel dining room last night. Maje 
Penrose recognized McDonald in the place 
and mentioned the fact to Col. Glenn when 
McDonald entered the room. 


OBITUARY. 


PROF. JOHN KROM REES, who held the 
chair of astronomy in Columbia university

Mr. Jerome himself declined to make 
known the result of the conference or to aay 
whether he had decided upon any change in 
regard to the presentation of evidence as a 
result of the interrogations of the new 
alienists who were summoned to his office 
yesterday or whether their answers in re- 
gard to Thaw’s sanity or insanity the night 
of Stanford White’s murder had caused him 
to make any redical change in the reading 
of the hypothetical, question which will be 
addressed to the medical experts of the prose- 
sution this week. . 


Mrs. Thaw on Stand Today? 

None of the Thaw lawyers would say to- 
day whether they were anticipating any 
radical change on Mr. Jerome's part. It was 
learned, however, that they expect that 
either Evelyn Nesbit Thaw or Mae McKen- 
zie will be the first witness called to the 
stand tomorrow morning. These witnesses 
will be followed, the Thaw lawyers believe, 
by others, through whose testimony Mr. 
Jerome will attempt to shatter the cred# 
bility of young Mrs. Thaw’'s story about her 
pursuit by Stanford White which she swore 
on the stand she had told to Harry Thaw. 

Besides Policeman Anthony Debes, who 
took Thaw from the Madison Square roof 
to the Tenderloin station after the shooting, 
and Detective Sergeants McCarthy and Mc- 
Cann, who were on duty at the station while 
Thaw was there before his removal to the 
Tombs, the district attorney will call about 
a4 dozen policemen who were in the Tender- 
loin station. Through these witnesses and 
that of a newspaper reporter, who had an 
interview with Thaw the night of. his ar- 
rest, Mr. Jerome will try to show that 
Thaw’'s actions the first few hours after the 
shooting did not impress onlookers as those 
of a crazy man. 

The defense expects that Abe Hummel and 
his notary will also be called again to the 
stand and that Mr. Jerome will reserve his 
battery of medical experts until he has fin- 
ished with the last witnesses. 

Will Not Call Mother Again. 

That Mr. Jerome has not let up in his at- 
tempts to discredit the younger Mrs. Thaw’'s 
story became known today, when it was 
learned that he has under subpcena a witness 
who can make some interesting disclosures 
as to her relations with Jack Barrymore, the 
actor, before she ever became acquainted 
with Stanford White. 

Whatever evidence the district attorney 
may offer in rebuttal it is quite certain that 
Mrs. William Thaw, the mother of the prison- 
er, will not again be called to the witness 
stand by the lawyers for the defense. It was 
learned today that she will be present to- 
morrow at the trial, and will continue to 
attend al! the sessions unti] the fate of her 
son is decided. : 

Just how long this will be will depend large- 
ty; itis thought; on the character of the testi- 
mony which Mr. Jerome may deduce from the 
witnesses other than the medical experts. 
Should ‘he attempt to bring out an array of 
withesses to attack Mrs. Evelyh Thaw's 
statements, it is expected that the defense 
will call many new witnesses in sur-rebuttal. 


On the other hand, even if Mr. Jerome bases | 


his case most strongly on the testimony of the 
persons who observed Thaw and talked with 
him on the night of the murder and upon the 
medical experts, it is possible that the de- 
fense will conclude its sur-rebuttal, and that 
the case may’ go to the jury early next week. 
Delmas Is Not Worrying. 

Thaw's lawyers took a day off. Mr. Del- 
mas, the captain of the Thaw legal forces, 
went out to Morris Plaine yesterday after- 
noon, there to be the guest of Dr. Britton D. 
Evans of the state insane asylum. He was 
joined there this morning by H. Clay Mc- 
Pike, his partner. The lawyers did not re- 
turn to town until late tonight. Clifford 
W. Hartridge, A. Russell Peabody, and John 
B. Gleason also took a respite and spent the 
day quietly at home. 

Dan O'Reilly was the only one of the Thaw 
lawyers who took any active steps in the 
case. Mr. O’Reilly called on Mrs. Evelyn 
Nesbit Thaw at the Lorraine this afternoon 
to talk over the course that she isto pursue 
in regard to the subpcena duces tecum for all 
of Stanford White's letters in her possession, 
which was served on her by Mr. Jerome at 
the time of her cross examination. So far 
the younger Mrs. Thaw has not: produced 
these letters, and whether she will do 8o, 
none of the Thaw lawyers would say today. 

Much of Harry Thaw’s time in the Tombs 
today was taken up with the perusal of notes 
sent to him by messenger from his wife at 
the Hotel Lorraine and with writing replies 
to them. He found time to attend the’ Pres- 
pyterian service, as usual, and when he was 
not busy receiving or answering notes from 
his wife took the opportunity to read what 
the newspapers had to say in regard to the 
case.

WORLD'S GREATEST SEA FIGHT- 
ERS TO BE AT emageaats eile 


Great Britain, France, Japan, Porte- 
gal, Austria, Italy, Sweden, Brasil, 
Argentina, and Chile Decide to Send 
Ships te Exposttion — China will 
Have Military Delegation in Addi- 
tion to Representatives of Water 
Force—Belgium Will Send Soldiers. 


Waehington, D. C., March 10.—T addition 
to the great iranclade of the Atlantic fleet, 
commanded by Rear Admiral Evans, the 
naval display at the Jamestown exposition 
will include some of the finest vessels of for- 
eign navies.

WHITE HOUSE PATIENT GAINS, 
BUT IS NOT OUT OF DANGER. 


Reports as to Archie’s Condition Indi- 
cate That Worst Stage of Diphtheria 
Attack Has Been Passed. 


Washington, D. C., March 10.—[Special. }— 
Cheering reports come from the sick room 
of Archie Roosevelt today, and the case of 
diphtheria ie responding to treatment so well 
that the physicians are hopeful that the 
worst stage of the disease has been passed. 
Thies was the tenth day since Archie's {liness 
was diagnosed as @iphtheria arid the boy took 
to his bed. 

There has heen no sinking spell or alarm- 
ing symptom since last Thursday. The doo- 
tors believe the boy will get well, but no offi- 
cial admission hag been given that he is out 
of danger. It is recognized, in fact, that in 
cases of diphtheria there is always more or 
less danger up to the point of marked con- 
valescence. Archie is not yet in a conval- 
escent stage. 

No official bulletin was issued today, but 
it was said by the doctors that the boy wal 
doing well and that the signs were most 
encouraging. 

The president and Dr. Lambert went out 
for a two hours’ walk thie afternoon. It was 
snowing hard and a blanket of wet snow 
covered the ground for a depth of two or 
three inches. 


FRIENDS OF RUEF UNDER FIRE. 


Members of Grand Jury Investigating 
Statements Made Under Oath Re- 
garding Boss’ Movements. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 10. ~The tA. 
bers of the grand jury yesterdey began an 
investigation into the conduct of the attor- 
neys and friends of Abraham Ruef, to learn 
if they had knowledge of his whereabouts 
at the time they declared under oath they 
had no knowledge of his movements.

Blisor W. J. Biggy has 
been ordered to bring Ruef into Judge 
Dunne’s court tomorrow and unless restrain- 
ed by a higher court Judge Dunne will pro- 
ceed with the empanelment of a jury.

dent the government was actuated by the 
highest principles of humanity and civiliza- 
tion in initiating an international movement 
for stampng out this terrible vice. As far 
back as 1901 President Roosevelt declared 
in his annual message that in dealing with 
aboriginal races few things were of more 
importaafce than to pregerve them from the 
terrible physioal and moral degradation re- 
sulting from the liquor treffic. Carrying 
out this view, he sent a message last Novem- 
ber to a conference held in Brussels, declar- 
ing his sympathy with-the effort of that con- 
erence to restrict the liquor traffic in Africa. 
attempt to suppress opium emoking m 
the far east is but another step in the execu- 
tion of this policy. The United States has 
shown in the Philippine islands that {t will 
not tolerate opium smoking. 


_ Former Gov. Ide Doubtful. 

“There is opium smoking in the Philip- 
pines,” said Henry C. Ide, until recently gov- 
ernor of the archipelago, ‘‘ but it fe confined 
largely to the Chinese, although the habit 
has fixed itself upon a number of Filipinos 
and some few Americans. In several locali- 
ties a considerabie increase has occurred in 
the use of the drug by Filipinos. This was 
responsible for the passage by congress two 
years ago of a bill prohibiting the sale of 
opium except for medicinal use after March 
1, 1008. Uatil that time the Philippine com- 
mission was left at liberty to restrict smok- 
ing as far as it was deemed advisable. The 
commission passed a law forbidding the sale 
of oplfum except by a physician's prescr 
tion to anybody except Chinese. A high 
cense system was adopted. Persons wishing 
to smoke were compelled to register and ob- 
tain Heoenses and dealers were subjected to 
heavy penalties for selling to persons who 
had not so registered. The law has resulted 
in great hardship to the Filipinos and Amer- 
icans who could not obtain the drug, and 
some have died. I do not believe an inter- 
national congrese can have any effect upon 
the use of opium in the Philippines, but un- 
doubtedly it will adopt measures of the 
greatest importance to the world at large.”’ 


Philippine Consumption Heavy. 

Reports received from the Philippine com- 
mission state that 270,000 pounds of opium 
are im ted annually into the islands. A 
heavy duty is imposed upon this drug, but it 
has had little effect in diminishing consump- 
tion. It is hoped the action of the Philippine 
conimission and congressional prohibition 
will bring this result. 

Nevertheless the state department points 
out that smokers will sell their souls for the 
drug, and that there are desperate men who 
are only too willing to smuggle if the profits 
be large. Therefore, what is desired is a re- 
duction in the production of opium, and this 
will be one of the most important bases of the 
program which will be submitted to the con- 
ference when it shall assemble. 


ON TRAIL OF KIDNAPED BOY. 


Pennsylvania Detectives Believe Two 
Italians Have Little Son of 
Dr. Marvin. 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 10.—Detectives are 

tonight searching Rankin, Pa., six miles east 
of here, for two Itelians, who are believed to 
have in their possession the 4 year old son 
of Dr. Horace N. Marvin of Kitts Hammock, 
Del., who recently was kidnaped. 
According to the police the two Italians 
were seen by a street car conductor and had 
a boy answering young Marvin’s description. 
It was apparent, the police alleged, that the 
boy wae frightened and remained with the 
men against his will. 

Rankin is located in the Monongahela val- 
ley, a thickly populated Italian settlement. 
The police authorities are of the opinion they 
will soon have the men in custody and be 
able to restore the missing boy.

CHICAGO INDUSTRIAL EXHIBIT, 

During al) this week an exhibition will! 
be open in this elty. with the purpose of 
educating the public about working con- 
ditions and how they have been or may 
be improved. Ejyery day there will be a 
discussion by well known pebdple of some 
of the problems of labor. 

The exhibit wil] present in a series of 
living pictures the conditions of labor 
among primitive peoples and under good 
and bad sanitary eopditions in modern 
industry. Especial attention will be paid 
to those trades which are carried on in 
crowded tenements and those in which 
women and children are engaged. In the 
preparation of the devices for promoting 
the health and safety of the laborer the 
Chieago Tuberculosis institute has aided. 

A similar exhibition held in New York 
recently attracted much attention and if 
it has led to no immediate results has 
left seeds of thought which may germi- 
nate later and produce an improvement 
in the condition of people now employed 
in dangerous or unhea'thful trades. In 
many European countries, especially in 
Holland, Belgium, and Germany, there 
are permanent collections of protective 
devices open to the inspection of the pub- 
lic, but naturally it is impossible to 
make a permanent exhibit of living peo- 
ple engaged in work of the exhausting 
and deadly kinds shown here for one 
week. 

Among the topics to be discussed are 
the echureh and industry, the child in In- 
dustry, risks in industry, women in in- 
dustry, the immigrant in industry, and 
the power of the consumer over industria] 
conditions. The cotperation of state and 
city authorities in these meetings affords 
a hope that something practical may 
come of the discussions. The topics’ are

BULLET IN THE BRAIN, 
{From Current Literature.) 

The consequences produced by a bullet 
crashing into the skull are often so difficult 
ef explanation, aecording to the British sur- 
geon, Dr, R. Lawford Knaggs, that the num- 
erous experiments made to obtain a know- 
ledge of their nature merit the closest study. 
Now there is a certain physical phenomenon 
so closely associated with the effects of bullet 
wens that Dr. Knaggs alludes to it first 
of all. 

In hydrostatics there is a law known as 
Pascal's. This law is that pressure exerted 
upon a mags of liquid is transmitted undi- 
minighed in alt directions and acts with the 
same foree on all equal surfaces, and in a 
direction at right angles to those surfaces. 
The bearing of this law upen the gubject 
in hand depends on the fact that the skull 
ig completely filled with the contents of vari- 
ous degrees of fluidity. Durirng life the gen- 
eral sum of the fluidity is greater than after 
death. Thus there is the cerebro-spinal fluid 
in the ventricles and in the subarachnoid 
space, the fluid in the lymphatics and the 
bleed In the vessels. The brain itself, more- 
over, is a soft and viscous substance, The 
cranial contents do not constitute a uniform 
fluid, but we should expect Pascal's law to 
apply to them. 

The results of firing a bullet at a flat brit- 
tle bone and into a soft substance like the 
brain are very different, The bone is pierced 
and the lateral displacement of its particles 
is very slight; but the brain is thrown aside

DECREASE IN FEVER SHOWN 
: BY HEALTH BUREAU REPORT. 


Twenty Scarlet Fever and Twenty-six 
Diphtheria Deaths Fewer than 
in Week Previous. 


A continued decrease in the number of 
deathe from acariet fever and diphtheria, as 
well as in the number of cases, is reported by 
the health department for the last week. 
There were twenty fewer deaths from scar- 
let fever and-twenty-six from diphtheria 
than in the week previous. 

The chief medical inepector showed that in 
the week 115 cases of diphtheria, 240 cases of 
scarlet fever, and 108 cases of measies had 
heen reported. The total number of infectious 
diseases for the period was 405. But one case 
of smalipox was reported, a boy 20 years old, 

In the firet week of the ambulance service 
under the health department the ambulance 
surgeone treated sixty sick and injured and 
gave ‘first ald" to 224 of whom 183 were 
removed to hospitals. They alse cared for 
two insane persone and nine dead bodies. 
Nine miscellaneous calls were anewered,

WHITE SOX PLAY 
IN MEXICO CITY. 


Belated World’s Champions 
Divide Into Two Nines, 
“Blues” Winning. 


VETERANS TRIM “SUBS.” 
High Sky Bothers the Outfield- 
ers; Crowd Is Small; 
Score, 8 to 2.

City of Mexico, Mex., March 10.—[Special.] 
The world champion White Sox played base- 
ball in the City of Mexico today. The blues. 
a team made up chiefly of the regulars and 
captained by Jones, beat the whites, who 
were made up largely of substitutes, cap- 
tained by Altrock, by a score of 8 to 2. 

It was by no means @ fair presentation 
of the great American pastime as it is played 
by champions, world or otherwise. The 
players were worn out by a long, exhaustive 
trip, and in addition went upon the field 
hungry. Then they found a “‘ high sky " that 
was higher than any high sky they .ever 
before played under, and the result wassome 
bad errors on fly balls, even the experi¢nced 
Jones being fooled by the wonderful clear- 
ness of the air. 


Attendance Is Only. 1,000. 


Only a thousand people came out to see the 
game, but this may have been due to the un- 
certainty regarding the arrival of the team 
in time for the game. The train, due at 
noon, was away behind hand and a special 
engine was sent to San Juan del Rio to bring 
the team on here ahead of the regular train. 
This special landed the Sox here at 2 o'clock 
without having eaten anything since morn- 
ing. The players were forced to dress upon 
the train and reached the par« just in time 
to begin the game on advertised time.

are adding to their traveling sales force and sending 
their emissaries into new territory further away from 
home. Only a decade ago.Chicago men and capital 
had difficulty -to control the home market. Now 
the territory covered by the Chicago millinery houses 
extends to the far Northwest, the Pacific Coast, 
Mexico, to the Alleghanies, and only last year Leuis- 
iana, Florida, and other South Atlantic Coast states, 
heretofore the stronghold of New York houses, were 
raided by Chicago salesmen. 

Today there are 45,000 milliners on the credit 
books of the wholesalers, who buy from 50 to 1,000 
hats each, and there are at least 10,000 who pay cash 
for their purchases. One large mail-order millinery 
house has a mail list of 30,000 customers, There are 
50 large and small wholesale establishments in the 
city, with a capital of $3,000,000, which is very 
small compared with the annual output, estimated 
for 1907 at nearly $18,000,000. The absence of 
machinery necessitates the employment of 3,500 
women who receive in wages annually $1,400,000. 
Nearly 500 men are engaged in supervising the mak- 
ing and selling the products. 

Gradually the materials and trimmings are being 
brought nearer to the Chicago market. Today 75% 


of the straw braids are made within a radius of 250. 


miles of Chicago, and a good part of the wire frames 
are the products of Chicago factories. 

As to style, the most exacting woman may not 
hesitate to buy her millinery in Chicago. All of the 
large wholesale houses have their own buyers in 
Paris, London and other large foreign cities. There 
the competition to buy the best is as keen as at home 
to secure greater trade. The conventions of milliners 
of the Western states are held in Chicago yearly, 
and at these there is.an exchange of ideas beneficial 
to the Chicago trade. 


HOME OF THE POPULAR SHIRT WAIST. 

The popular ladies’ shirtwaist was introduced into 
America by @ Chicago man twenty-six years ago. 
He copied the design from a Paris model, and the 
first ladies’ shirt waist was made by a Chicago cloth- 
ing manufacturer who was doing a small business 
in making knee pants. It was made of black sateén 
and sold to a Chicago retail store. The few waists 
first made did not sell rapidly, doubtless because 
they were not attractive. For ten years the Chicago 
firm which introduced them kept a few samples in an 
out-of-way place on a balcony in their display rooms.

There they gathered dust. Suddenly the waists 
sprang into popular favor, and since that time the 
supply has been limited only by the capacity of the 
factories. In one establishment are employed 2,200 
persons. Besides this establishment there are twenty 
other factories, large and small, in the city. The 
total value of the products is estimated at $8,000,000, 
and 4,000. persons are employed in the industry. 
High-grade and complicated machinery is used in 
the manufacture of the waists, requiring large capital. 
The territory covered by the salesmen includes 
the entire country this side of Pittsburg. Sales- 
rooms are located on the Pacific Coast, in Texas, St. 
Louis, and even in New Orleans, and recently in 
Birmingham, Ala. The larger Chicago houses have 
buyers in Paris, and also staffs of designers are kept 
busy in that city so as to provide the Chicago demand 
for the latest and exclusive styles. The designers 
are instructed to act independently ‘of New York 
and Boston house representatives. Consequently, 
Chicago styles are often the most popular, depending 
on the ability of the designers to select styles’ which 
will meet with popular approval. 
“‘Made-in-Chicago” waists are now worn in 75% 
of the towns and villages of the country. 


FIRST IN GLOVES AND NECKWEAR. 


Fifteen years ago 90% of the entire glove product 
of the United States came from Fulton County, New 
York. Totlay the manufacture of fine gloves still 
centers there, but the heavy glove trade has shifted 
to Chicago. 
market for leather working gloves. It is probable 
that the largest and most complete glove factory in 
the world is located in Chicago. It employs over a 
thousand hands. It has its own laboratory, where 
experiments in tannage are continually going on, its 
model beam house, its vast stock room where half a 
million dollars’ worth of leather has been stored at 
times, and its light, sanitary cutting, sewing and 
finishing rooms.

There is less of the sweated 
product turned into this market and there.is less 
contract work. The workers, too, are for the most 
part brighter and better paid than the average. 

That the Chicago-made cravat is not only able to 
hold its own but to make conquests in the heart of 
the enemy’s country is illustrated by the fact that a 
well known Chicago firm recently had displays of its 
goods in the windows of fifteen different firms along 
Broadway, New York. 

A San Francisco merchant came to Chicago recently 
with the intention of buying a few things and then 
going on to New York to place the bulk of his orders 
He went to New York but came back to 
Chicago, which he had intended to patronize but 
lightly, and placed here all of his orders. When 
asked the reason for fhis he said he was satisfied 
Chicago prices were as reasonable as New York 
prices, that the quality of the product averaged as 
high, and that, most important of all, he got better 
He also found Chicago more accessi- 
ble both for visiting, when he wished to come to 
market in person, and for quick ordering and de- 
livery. The story of this buyer is typical, and there 
are any number who can testify to like experiences. 


THE CHICAGO CORSET A FAVORITE. 


The Western market for corsets is today practically 
divided between Chicago and Eastern manufacturers. 
There are fourteen Chicago corset establishments, 
The largest concern, which has a 
factory just outside the city limits, employs nearly 
one thousand women, and the other factories employ 
The employes receive yearly 
The annual output of Chicago- 
made corsets is $2,000,000, while an equal amount 
is distributed through the local salesrooms of Michigan 
The rate of increase in output

‘I have been in the banks of all the leading financial 
centers of America and Europe,” said a banker. ‘‘I 
can state with confidence that no city in the world 
has banks with such magnificent quarters as those 
of Chicago.

New York. Outside of the purely speculative part 
of stocks and bonds Chicagoans have been extensive 

urchasers for investment. The connection between 

hicago and'New York houses is extremely close— 
private wires keeping this city in touch with the 
transactions in New York. This “private wire ser- 
vice” has become one of the most substantial sources 
of income to the craig, “9 companies, not only be- 
tween Chicago and New York, but between Chicago, 
St. Louis and Minneapolis, and other centers. 


INSURANCE CENTER OF THE WEST. 


Chicago as an insurance center is the miost im- 

rtant point in the Western hemisphere, excepting 
Ne ew York City. It is from here that the large in- 
terests of the West are governed. Located in 
Chicago are thirty-seven Western departments of 
fire insurance companies, which have jurisdiction 
over a wide area, some reaching as far East as Penn- 
sylvania and Virginia, dipping down into Kentucky 
and Tennessee, and then into Arkansas and Texas, 
covering the great Rocky Mountain territory and 
the Pacific Coast, and then on to Hawaii and the 
Philippines. Some of these departments have Alaska 
under their control and some of the adjacent Canadian 
territory. Most of these departments-transact much 
more business than the average medium sized com- 
pany. 

In life insurance, Chicago has seven old line com- 
panies whose main offices are located here, and a 
half dozen more are in progress of organization. 
There are seven important successful life companies 
and a large number of fraternal societies that have 
their home offices here. This city has one company 
that is the largest of its kind in the world. It writes 
exclusively personal, accident and health insurance. 
Since the San Francisco fire there are now only two 
stock companies doing a general business whose 
offices are here. 

This city is the headquarters of the Adjustment 


Bureau that handjes the big bulk of losses in the 
Western field. The Western Union, composed of 
most of the foreign companies and a large part of the 
noted American companies, has its headquarters in 
Chicago. It is the most important body of its kind 
in the country. The Fire Underwriters’ Association 
of the Northwest, the largest fire insurance association 
in the world; has its domicile and library in Chicago. 
Fire losses in Chicago last year were more than $5,500, 
000, which only includes property on which insurance 
was carried. The premiums collected exceeded ten 


million dollars. Chicago pays about half of the 


insurance premiums of Illinois and contributes se 
half: of the fire waste. In life insurance, the egal 
reserve, old-line companies collect every year in 
Illinois about $27,000,000. Of this amount Chicago 
contributes considerably more than half. 


BEST AUDITORS AND ACCOUNTANTS. 

The rapid extension of business concerns, from the 
small factory to the big, and then from the big factory 
to acres of factories, brought into existence a new 
industry. System had to be introduced into the 


bookkeeping, which would show at a glance what 
was being done. Then the’ heads of firms wanted 
somebody upon whom they’could rely to go through 
their books and check up everything. Out of these 
demands have come the auditors and public ac- 
countants. Several large audit companies - have 
Yheir headquarters in Chicago, whose work extends 
throughout the West and Southwest. Chicago ac- 
countants are frequently called upon to go thousands 
of miles and there get the books. of big concerns in 
shape. The business of the audit companies is as 
widespread. They have the highest standing for 
reliability and have been able to hold their field 
securely against all competition of Eastern audit 
companies. This line of ingustry is being rapidly 
extended. Last year it experienced a growth of 


about 30%.
